Aristide Flees Amid Chaos 


Supreme Court justice assumes power; U.S. sends Marines 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide resigned and flew into 
exile Sunday, pressured by foreign gov- 
ernments and a bloody rebellion. Gunfire 
crackled as the capital fell into chaos, and 
Washington dispatched Marines. 

The Marines were expected to arrive 
Sunday night, a U.S. official said, and France 
also said it was sending troops. They would 
be the vanguard of a multinational force that 
the United Nations Security Council met to 
consider later Sunday. 

Three hours after Aristide’s departure, 


Supreme Court Justice Boniface Alexandre 
declared at a news conference that he was tak- 
ing over as called for by the constitution. 

“The task will not be an easy one,” said 
Alexandre. “Haiti is in crisis. ... It needs all 
its sons and daughters. No one should take 
justice into their own hands.” 

But anarchy reigned in Port-au-Prince 
after word spread of the president’s depar- 
ture. Angry supporters roamed the streets 
armed with old rifles, pistols, machetes and

sticks. Inmates were freed from the National 
Penitentiary; looters emptied a police station 
and hit pharmacies, supermarkets and other 
businesses. The violence ebbed after police 
moved in during the afternoon. 

There were conflicting reports on where 
the ex-president would go. Aristide’s jet refu- 
eled on the island of Antigua and was en 
route to South Africa, government and air- 
port officials in that Caribbean country said. 
But officials in Johannesburg said there had 
been no recent contact with Aristide nor an

Clergy Resignations Urged 


Bishops ‘totally failed’ 
in handling sex abuse, 
Catholic leader says 

A prominent lay Roman Catholic 
who oversaw a church- sanctioned 
report on how clergy sex abuse per- 
vaded the American church said 
Sunday that bishops who sheltered 
guilty priests should resign. 

Robert Bennett, a Washington 
attorney, said in an appearance on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press” that some 
bishops had recognized the gravity of 
the problem early on and disciplined 
offenders, but many more did not. 

Asked if churchmen who did not 
protect children should step down, 


he said, “I think the answer to the 
question is yes. There are bishops 
who have totally failed as pastors 
and as shepherds of their flock.” 

Cardinal Theodore McCarrick of 
Washington argued 
that bishops often 
acted on bad advice 
from therapists, who 
pronounced many 
of the errant clergy 
rehabilitated and fit 
for ministry. 

Bishops now recognize they must 
remove all offenders from church 
work, McCarrick said. 

Bennett is a member of the 
National Review Board, a lay watch- 
dog panel formed by U.S. bishops at 


the height of the abuse crisis. 

On Friday, the panel released 
two reports the bishops had com- 
missioned on the molestation prob- 
lem from 1950-2002. 

The first study, by the John Jay 
College of Criminal Justice, was an 
unprecedented nationwide account- 
ing of accused priests. That survey 
found 4 percent of priests who served 
over the last half-century had been 
accused of abusing 10,667 minors. 

The second report was the board’s 
own investigation into how the cri- 
sis occurred. The panel lay much of 
the blame on bishops, saying they 
too easily forgave molester priests 
and were insensitive to victims.

Report: L.A. Police Shoot at Drivers Despite Policies 


LOS ANGELES I Police officers in Los 
Angeles have shot at motorists more 
than 100 times since 1985, killing 
25 people and injuring at least 30, 
despite a department policy that dis- 
courages firing on drivers, The Los 
Angeles Times reported Sunday. 

The department’s policy manual 
states that firing at moving vehicles 
“is generally prohibited” because it 


is “rarely effective and is extremely 
hazardous to innocent persons.” 

But the practice has continued 
at a steady rate, with officers firing 
at motorists an average of six times 
a year, according to police records 
analyzed by the Times. 

In 90 percent of the more than 
100 cases reviewed by the newspa- 
per, officers were reprimanded or 


ordered to undergo retraining for 
errors that led to the shootings. 
In about 60 percent of the cases, 
police officials concluded the shoot- 
ings were justified. 

Such shootings have come under 
renewed scrutiny after three police 
officers killed a suspected burglar at 
the end of a chase last week when his 
car moved slowly toward them, (ap)

A Day of Mixed Emotions 

Pro-Aristide militants 
seek revenge for ouster 
as opponents rejoice 

PORT-AU-PRINCE I Sunday dawned 
with a hush around Haiti’s desert- 
ed National Palace, an almost tan- 
gible sense of the power vacuum as 
Haitians realized President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide had finally left. 

It was a brief calm — a moment 
of hope for Aristide’s opponents — 
until furious Aristide supporters 
unleashed their anger, shooting 
into the crowds and blanketing 
the city in flames and gunfire. 

By noon, pro -Aristide militants, 
known as chimeres, were shooting 
to kill. On the main John Brown 
Boulevard, men with shotguns left 
behind the bullet-riddled bodies of 
three men inside an SUV. 

Bodies — often with their heads 
partially blown away — were seen 
in several neighborhoods. 

The violence subsided in the late 
afternoon as police stepped up their 
patrols. But in the Aristide strong- 
hold of Lasaline, a slum on the out- 
skirts of the city, his supporters con- 
tinued to seethe over his ouster. 

“It’s a violation of our constitu- 
tion,” said James Voltaire, 28, a fer- 
vent Aristide supporter. “We had a 
president who was elected for five

PORT-AU-PRINCE I Supreme Court 
Chief Justice Boniface Alexandre, 
who announced Sunday that he 
was taking charge after President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide resigned, 
is a longtime jurist with a reputa- 
tion for honesty in a notoriously 
corrupt system. 

He was raised by his uncle, 
former Prime Minister Martial 
Celestin, and represented the French 
Embassy for 25 years as a lawyer.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I The sud- 
den departure of Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide, the country’s first freely 
elected president in its 200 years 
of independence, was almost pre- 
dictable in a nation that has seen 
more than 30 coups d’etat. 

Over time, leading Haiti has 
been a terrible career choice. One 
president was poisoned, one was 
blown up in his palace, one was 
dismembered by a mob, nine fled 
and six were overthrown. 

At the end of the day, the former 
priest may have gotten off cheap- 
ly. When Jean- Claude “Baby Doc” 
Duvalier was thrown out in 1986, 
impoverished looters ran wild, strip- 
ping his mansion of everything, 
including copper pipes and plumb- 
ing fixtures.

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Reports Vary After 
Poles Fire on Bus 


Polish general in Iraq 
says terrorist targeted, 
not Shiite pilgrims 

KARBALA, IRAQ I Polish soldiers 
opened fire on a bus full of Shiite 
Muslim pilgrims from Iran after 
it failed to stop at a checkpoint 
Sunday, witnesses said. Ten people 
were hurt, including eight Iranian 
pilgrims, they said. 

But Gen. Mieczyslaw Bieniek, 
the commander of Polish forces 
in Iraq, insisted the bus was 
empty except for the driver, whom 
he described as “a lone terror- 
ist who might have had explosive 
materials.” 

The bus, apparently having 
brake troubles, struck a minivan 


and swerved into a concrete barrier 
at a checkpoint manned by Polish 
and Iraqi security forces, witnesses 
said. Abbas Hassan, a member of 
the U.S.-trained Iraqi Civil Defense 
Corps, said Polish troops opened 
up with heavy firepower for several 
minutes, targeting all cars coming 
in on the highway from Baghdad. 
He said the gunfire destroyed the 
right side of the bus. 

Shiite Muslims are travel- 
ing to Karbala, 50 miles south of 
Baghdad, for the 10 -day festival 
of Ashoura, which is expected to 
draw 1.5 million pilgrims, includ- 
ing about 100,000 Iranian Shiites. 
The festival marks the death of one 
of the Shiites’ chief saints, Imam 
Hussein, a grandson of the prophet 
Muhammad, tarek al-issawi (ap)

184 Missing After Ferry 
Explosion in Philippines 


MARIVELES, PHILIPPINES I The 

Muslim extremist group Abu 
Sayyaf claimed responsibility 
Sunday for an explosion on a ferry 
that sparked a fire and left 184 pas- 
sengers missing, as divers failed to 
find any bodies in initial searches 
of the wreckage. 

President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo dismissed Abu Sayyaf’s 
claim that it planted a bomb aboard 
the Superferry 14 that started 
Friday’s blaze, saying it appeared 
the group was using the accident 
as propaganda and to spread fear. 


Only one person has been con- 
firmed dead from the fire that swept 
through the 10,192 -ton steel-hulled 
ferry. Most of the 897 passengers 
and crew survived by getting into 
lifeboats or jumping into the sea. 

Police intelligence reports have 
cited the ferries, one of the main 
forms of travel in the sprawling 
archipelago, as a potential Abu 
Sayyaf target. 

The Abu Sayyaf, on the U.S. list 
of terrorist groups, is known for kid- 
nappings, murders, bombings and 
banditry.

Pakistanis Decry 
Shooting Deaths 


Troops fire on minibus 
in border area searched 
for al Qaeda suspects 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Opposition 
politicians walked out of the Senate 
on Sunday to protest the shooting 
deaths of 13 people by security forces 
in a remote tribal region of Pakistan, 
scene of a recent military operation 
to nab al Qaeda suspects. 

Troops fired on a minibus that 
failed to stop Saturday at a road- 
block in South Waziristan, out- 
raging residents and prompting 
President Gen. Pervez Musharraf 
to announce an investigation. 

The president said Sunday that 


the government would pay $1,750 
in compensation to the families of 
those killed, an indication the gov- 
ernment acknowledged the victims 
were innocent civilians. 

Pakistan’s military conducted 
a counterterrorism operation last 
week near South Waziristan’s main 
town ofWana. The rugged area near 
the border with Afghanistan is a 
possible hiding place of Osama bin 
Laden, but none of the 25 arrested 
suspects were believed to be senior 
al Qaeda figures. 

The U.S. military has praised the 
Pakistani deployment in the tribal 
areas as part of a “hammer and anvil” 
effort to trap al Qaeda and Taliban

ETA members near Canaveras, 
about 90 miles southeast of Madrid, 
after finding 1,100 pounds of potas- 
sium chloride compound, 66 pounds 
of dynamite, and 100 yards of core 
fuse and an electrical detonator in 
their small truck on Sunday. 

It is the second time in two 
months that authorities said they 


had foiled an ETA bomb plot tar- 
geting Madrid. On Christmas Eve, 
police found a 55 -pound bomb on 
a train headed to Madrid. 

ETA stands for Basque Home- 
land and Freedom. The group has 
waged a decades-long, violent strug- 
gle for independence of the Basque 
Country region in northern Spain

One-week suspension 
ordered as military 
weighs route options 

JERUSALEM I The Israeli Supreme 
Court on Sunday ordered a one- 
week halt to construction on a 
section of the West Bank security 
barrier where soldiers shot dead 
two Palestinians during a violent 
protest last week. 

Under intense pressure, includ- 
ing last week’s highly publicized 
hearing about the legality of the 
barrier at the International Court 
of Justice in The Hague, Israeli offi- 
cials had already pledged to change 
the planned route of the barrier to 
ease hardships on Palestinians. 

The Israeli court on Sunday 
issued an order to stop work on a 
section of the barrier being built 
near Jerusalem while the military 
considers alternative routes. 

Israel insists that the barrier 
is necessary to keep Palestinian 
suicide bombers out. Palestinians 
call it a land grab aimed at prevent- 
ing them from setting up a state.

Tanker Survivors 
Sought in Atlantic 


Coast Guard looking 
for 18 missing crew 
members from crash 

PORTSMOUTH, VA. I The Coast Guard 
searched the frigid Atlantic on 
Sunday for 18 crew members of a 
tanker that exploded while carry- 
ing 3.5 million gallons of ethanol. 
Three crewmen were known dead 
and six others were rescued. 

The search was suspended at 
nightfall Sunday. A crew will fly 
to the area Monday morning, 
then decide whether to search fur- 
ther, Chief Warrant Officer Gene 
Maestas said Sunday evening. 


“Realistically, the longer the 
search goes on, the less likely it 
is that we will find anyone who is 
still alive,” Rear Adm. Sally Brice - 
O’Hara, commander of the Coast 
Guard’s 5th District, said at a news 
briefing earlier Sunday. 

Two 87-foot Coast Guard patrol 
boats from Portsmouth and Little 
Creek, along with a C-130 air- 
plane and an HH-60 helicopter 
from Elizabeth City, N.C., were 
conducting the search. The tank- 
er sunk about 200 feet to the ocean’s 
bottom, 50 miles off Virginia’s 
Eastern Shore.

Mikulski Could Face Stern Challenge 


Millionaire Republican 
eyes November upset of 
longtime Md. Senator 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Tuesday’s U.S. 
Senate primary in Maryland offers 
a roster of a dozen candidates but 
is widely considered a warm-up 
for a November showdown featur- 
ing incumbent Barbara Mikulski, a 
political dynamo, and E. J. Pipkin, a 
determined, self-made millionaire. 

“At first blush, she looks invul- 
nerable,” Maryland pollster Keith 
Haller said of Mikulski, seeking a 



fourth term as U.S. senator. 

While analysts are predict- 
ing a strong victory for Mikulski, 
whom Haller dubs a “political 
wunderkind,” they’re looking for- 
ward to the post-primary contest. 
With enough money, Pipkin could 
mount a serious race, they say. 


Pipkin, 47, still is a relatively 
new politico, having served only a 
year in his first public office — the 
state Senate. But the Republican 
points out that he won the upper 
Eastern Shore seat by overthrow- 
ing a 24 -year incumbent, Democrat 
Walter Baker. 

“He is an aggressive campaign- 
er, and if he’s willing to spend some 
money, it’ll at least make for an 
interesting race,” said Patrick 
Gonzales, whose polling firm found 
only 30 percent of Marylanders 
surveyed in October had heard of

Back to the Grind 


Stephanie Mills hasn’t outgrown her old-school R&B 


PERSONALITY I A string ofhits in the 
’80s and early ’90s qualify her as an 
R&B icon. But what made Stephanie 
Mills a household name then is 
working against her now. 

Mills is a still-vital artist ignored 
by major labels. Why? Because 
the money-making potential for 
her type of music — in this case, 
urban adult contemporary — has 
been pegged as nil. 

With such exceptions as Gerald 
Levert (Elektra) and recent multi- 
ple- Grammy Award winner Luther 
Vandross (J Records), other “old- 
school” contemporaries have opted 
to take the independent route to stay 
in the game. 

Mills is no different. But she has 
funded her new R&B album, her 
first in 13 years, herself. 

“It’s a struggle when you don’t 
have a big machine behind you,” the 
New Jersey-based singer said. “I’m 
doing this on sheer will, faith and 
my experience in the business.” 

Mills initially met with some 
major-label executives when she 
began recording the album. But 
“they said this kind of music just 
isn’t going to sell, and radio wouldn’t 
play a Stephanie Mills song now,” 


the singer recalled. 

So as the recording progressed 
and no takers came to the table, 
Mills adopted a do-it-yourself 
approach. The result is the 10- 
track “Born for This!” on her own 
label, JM Records. 

Callingthe experience “education- 
al,” Mills quickly learned afew things, 
like how to scramble up-and-com- 
ing producers when the big names 
got too expensive, and how to whip 
up an appealing album package and 
Web site (stephaniemills.com) with 
help from savvy colleagues. 

“It’s really been a roll-up -your- 
sleeves effort,” Mills observed. “You 
definitely have to use some creative 
thinking.” 

It was Mills’s creative artistry at 
age 15 that won her the starring role 
as Dorothy in the Broadway show 
“The Wiz.” She later signed with 
20th Century, scoring her first top 
10 R&B hit in 1979 with “What Cha 
Gonna Do With My Lovin’.” 

From there she segued to 
Casablanca and then MCA, where 
she recorded five No. 1 R&B singles, 
including “I Feel Good All Over” 
and “Home.” 

“The hardest part is staying 


focused, keeping it roll- 
ing,” the singer said. 
“There are so many 
naysayers out there. 
You have to have tun- 
nel vision, or you’ll 
get sidetracked by 
others’ opinions. If 
I believed what I’ve 
been told, I wouldn’t 
have come this far.”

Video rental-store 
defectors find a new 
way to look at films 

R E TA I L I Like many of their friends, 
the Hogans of Redondo Beach, 
Calif., subscribe to Netflix, a rel- 
atively small online DVD delivery 
service that has inspired big-time 
competition and a devoted, almost 
cult-like, following. 

Case in point: As a financially 
strapped college student, Daniel 
Block, 26, was once forced to drop 
Netflix. But he says he signed up 
again first thing after he found a 
job and rented an apartment. 

Word-of-mouth has helped the 
Los Gatos, Calif.-based Netflix to 
grow in five years from zero to 1.5 
million subscribers. Most are con- 
centrated in urban and suburban 
areas, but there are also those in the 
nation’s remote outposts. 

“In King Salmon, Alaska, there 
are 100 registered households. Half 
of them are our members,” recounted 
Netflix founder Reed Hastings. 

By working with filmmakers 
and distributors directly, Netflix 
is expanding the market for small 
independent and foreign films, 
Hastings claimed. The Oscar-nomi- 
nated “Daughter From Danang” was 
not going to be released on DVD 
until Netflix persuaded a small 


distributor to put it out. 

Netflix has inspired imitators 
and giant competitors such as Wal- 
Mart and even Blockbuster, which 
recently announced it would launch 
its own version of a movies-by-mail 
service by the end of the year. 

Hastings appears unfazed by 
competition from the giants. He’s 
confident that ordering movies from 
home will become the norm rela- 
tively soon. 

Customers like the library of 
15,000 titles, the ease of finding 
small gems among the standard 
Hollywood products and the con- 
venience of ordering. Members place 


their orders on a queue. Depending 
on availability, Netflix sends out the 
movie on the top of the list when a 
subscriber mails back the last one. 

Netflix subscriber Brook Stein 
of Sunnyvale, Calif., says he and his 
wife, Laurie, ordered some classics, 
but those quickly fell to the bottom 
of their queue. 

“We put comedies and dramas in 
there to break things up,” said Stein. 
“I like series, like ‘Band of Brothers.’ 
Toward the bottom, there’s ‘Nicholas 
Nickleby’ and then,” he paused, 
“‘Darling Buds of May, Vol. I’ ... I 
guess my wife put that in there.”

Wood’s Second Chance 


TV MOVIE I Movie stars can gain 
eternal life from the films they 
leave behind. 

But Natalie Wood, a child actress 
who became a star, is remembered 
today less for her performances in 
such films as “Rebel Without a 
Cause,” “Splendor in the Grass” 
and “West Side Story” than for her 
strange, untimely death: She fell off 


her yacht under murky circumstanc- 
es and drowned at 43. 

A new TV biopic, “The Mystery 
of Natalie Wood,” proposes how it 
happened and raises another issue: 
the widespread disregard for Wood’s 
acting skills, both during her life- 
time and since. 

The film, airing on ABC at 
8 p.m. tonight, casts newcom- 


er Justine Waddell as Wood, the 
dark- eyed beauty who appeared in 
more than 50 movies.

How long did the movie take to 
shoot?

I never heard anybody complain of 
anything because we were motivat- 
ed. We understood from the very 
beginning that we were part of a 
great film of pure art.
